Making Rice Paper.

The so called rice paper Is not made from
ce, nn [ts name implies, but from the snow
white pith of a small tree belonging to the
us Aralis, n genus represented in the
nited States by the common sarsaparilin
and the spikenard. The tres grows in
Foraosa, nnd, so far ns is known, nowhere

and there the rice paper is made, which is
used by native artists for water color draw-
Ingy, or dlyed of varlous colors and made
Into artificial flowers, Mr. Hosle, in his
“Three Years in Western China,” describes
the process of making the paper.

I was invited to visit & worker in pith
after nightfall.  Although somewhat sur
prised at the hour nnmed, 1 ncoepted the
invitation.

On arriving st the house, | was nshered
Into & biully lighted room, where 8 man
was sitting at & table with his tools io
front of him, These consisted of & smooth
stone, about a foot square, and n large
knife or hatehet with n short wooden han- |
dle.

hand until nothing remained to unroll;
for the pith had, by the application of the

knife, been pared into asquare white sheet |

of uniform thickness. All that remained
to be done was to square the adges,

If the render will roll up a sheet of paper,
lay it on n table, place the left hand on top,
and gently unroll It to the left, he will have
a good idesn of how the feat wns accom:
plished,

It seemed so ensy that | determined to
have a trinl. Posing as a prnfm!annl'
worker, I succeeded in hacking the pltb‘
and nearly maiming myself,

A steady hand and a keen eye are re
quired for the work, and hence it is that
the socalled rice paper is manufactured
only at night, when the city Is nsleep and
the makers are not linble to be disturbed.
